8„ The fiold was heavily occupied by aircraft of all the knovra 
typesj but uostly siusle*'englne flghters. Xndividual para*» 
chute Juraps v/ere seen. 

9. The 2x3 km airfiold north of Korosten had a N-S runwny , 800 

to 1.C0C meters long and 3 0 to 50 meters vvide. The runway had 
an about 2o-cm cenent layer. A second runway of nbout the 
aane dimensions v/as under construction. The excavatlon work 
was well under v?ay and a 50 to 6c-meter stretch was nlready 
cemonted.
